am now upon Examining the State of 
the Union, reſpeũ ing the Church on _ 

; 


hand; and as 1 cannot but think, there is an 
Equivalent in the Securities on either hand 
I am very ſorry to ſee ſo many Gentlemen 
uneaſie about the Affairs of the Church on 
either fide— And I ſhall examine the Caſe 
more particularly, as to Scotland firſt, not 
only becauſe it is firft in the Treaty, but 
becauſe the 65 chere, have been a 
little unexpetted, 

I have always thought the Clamours at 
the Church of Scotland, and its Settlement, 
unreaſonable and ſevere When 1 have 
heard ſo much of the Violence of her Mem- 
bers, their hot Spirits, their Fury, and their 
Perſecutionz indced, I thought, whea 1 
came among them, to find ſume Footſteps 
of ſuch things, too plain to be hid——— 
And that there could not have been all that 
Smoak, without ſome Fire, 

But when I come to find, that there are 
Numbers of Epiſcopal Clergy, who in Scot 
land, by the Connivence and Tenderneſs 
of the Presbyterian Kirk, hold their Church- 
es, tho' they remain Epiſcopal, and as to 
their Eſtabliſhments Unorthodox, if that 
Word ſhall be allow'd me. 

When I come to ſee, there are Epiſcopal 
Meetings or Conventicles in every Part of 
Scotland, and twice as many, as there are 
Churches in the City of Edinburgb, who 
receive no manner of Diſturbance from the 
Kirk or the Government. 

When I conſider, that the Miniſters in 
theſe Churches or Meeting- houſes, neither 
take the Oaths, nor pray for the QUEEN, 
and ſome openly for King Fimes VIII. 

When l conſider, that in [. veral Parts 
of the Kingdom, where the outed Epiſco- 
pal Minifters have been por and reduc'd, 
the Presbyteri ins, both Miniſters and People, 
kave contributed largely to th: ir Support. 

When I ſaw theſe things, I ce uld not but 
own the Kirk of Scotlzyd to be the moſt 
abuſed People in the World, in the ſeveral 
Charges of Perſecution and Violence upon 
the Difſeating Epiſcopal Clergy of Scotland. 

Perhaps Violences, Tumults, and Rab- 
ble may have made Excurſions en hoth ſide s, 
and invading Churches has been an Error, 
the Gentlemen, I preſume, will nat defend 
hut Jam ſpeaking in general,N»tionaliy, 
or as a Kick and aa eftabjilh'd Power, 1 
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confeſs, I have ſeen nothing of it there. 

The Epiſcopal Men enjoy their Liberty, 
they preach openly, they are not impos'd 
upon, no not in the ſame things, in which 
the Difſenters in England are oblig d; but 
go on unmolefied, without owning that 
Government, under which they enjoy the 
Liberty they have. 

This is much more than the Diſſenters in 
England enjoy, or than they ſeek, Well, 
Gentlemen, all this Clamour will ceaſe and 
dic, and all thoſe of the Epiſcopal Part, who 
will conform to the Governmeor, will be 
let alone as to their Religion, and may go on 
their Way. : 

Bt ſay the Patriots of the Scots Kirk, we 
are not (rCure of this; you tell us of Ad- 
vautaꝑe s and S=curities: We in Scotland are 
not eaite under the Security of our Treaty, 
and till ch it is got over, how can we unite ? 

I have anſwer'd this at large, and 
thought, I had done with it; but ſince 
thoſe Tracts have not ſeen the World ia ſo 
extended a manner as this may, 1 crave 
leave to repeat the Diſcourſe, which I hope, 
ſhall not be unſeaſonable. 

Before 1 enter upon this Subject, I think 
it proper, however, to premiſe, to prevent 
the Umbrage of any; that I know no Ar- 
ticle of the Union for the Church of Scot · 
land, but what is particularly applicable to 
the Church of England, and the Security 
being mutual, I claim to be underſtood in 
a Senſe ſuitable to both; and if any Man 
takes me otherwiſe, he will do me wrong, 

The Deſign of this Treaty is Union; it 
could not bea Unien in the receiv'd No- 
tion of the Word, it there were not mutual 
Securities All Manner of Uaion muſt 
depend upon Equalities, and mutual Secu- 
rity is the firſt that can be thought of 3 if 
one ſide were ſafe, the other expos d; if 
one uppermoſt, tbe other depreſs d; this 
would be SubjeQion, not Union—— *Tis a 
Balance mutt make a Union, or it can ne- 
ver merit that Name, and this Bullance muſt 
conſiſt of Equalities or Equivalents, and 
this is the meer Nature and Subſtance of 
the Union. 

Now, if the Union cannot be made with- 
out Equalitics, it cannot be, but both the 
reſpettive National Eftabliſhments moſt be 
ſecur'd, 
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&cur'd,otherwiſe where is the Equality? and 
this is what I craveleave to be a little par- 
ticular about, as a thing which meets with 
mighty ObjeRions abroad, and perhaps in 
time may come to be debated at home z and 
therefore cannot be unſeaſenable on any 
hand. 

Our Church will be devour'd at home, 
fay the High Gentlemen in England; the 
Scots Presbjterians will joyn the Phana- 


ticks in Englend, and undo us. 

Our Church will be overwhelm's., 
ſay the Men of Fears and Jealouſies in 
Scotland ; we ſhall be oppteſe d with Num- 
bers, out · voted, reduc'd, and over · run by 
the Church of Exgland, by Prelacy and a 
Party To both theſe, I hope, 
the following will be ſome effe ual An- 
ſwer, and I refer to the Particular
